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INTRODUCTION 


A UTHENTIC dc^meataj-y evidence is lacking-ki^ to 
show that indigenous arts flourMied in TVIw^ State 
(modern Alvsar District in Rajasthan), It was the royal 
court from which knowledge emanated. Owing to the 
interest and patronage of the rulers like Maharaja Vinaya 
Singh, Balwant Singh of Tijara, Mangul Singh and others, 
many rare and valuable specimens of IncSan art were 
purchased and collected for the Palace for being preserved. 
Three were acquired to serve as fine examples for ihe artists 
to inspire and to gmde them as well. Maharaja Vinaya 
Singh took interest in accumulating rare samples of nlmns t 
every kind of an and cralt. Several such pieces now adorn 
the galleries of the present museum. 

Hie collection of the museum is arranged in three big 
halls of the old city palace, vvhich vvas constructed during 
the period of the third ruler of the foimer State of .'Uwar. 
The Hall No. i, vvhich is, at present, under reorganisation, 
contains misecUatteous exhibits of the locality and outside, 
These include costumes, wooden, stone and iv^r>^ protluctsi 
mimcal instruments, stuffed birds and animals. .AB these 
aniclre arc now being classified and pur in sections, marked 
local, Rajasihaui, Indian and foreign. 

Kho, Jhiri and Bhangarh have rnadc remarkable 
coiitribtiiion towards tin- supply of various tvpes of coloured 
stones. There is a collection of ramc of ilic fine types of 
jadcj but it is not rich tu quantity. The light greenish- 
itc ground ot the stone serves as an excellent foil for the 
g..0s, wliich arc embedded iu the gloncpicccs. 

The type of cloth called kmwal (a piece of doth used 
for the ptuposc of giving a knot to the skim of tlic bride and 
the bridegroom) represents the best form of dyer’s art in it. 
A layman fails to know the secret which b responsible for the 
colours wliich are prevented from passing through the gauze. 
It is also difficult to understand now the dyeing was done. 
Die lie and dye work displayetl in the museum is very inicr« 
reting. A large number of women arc ev'eii now engaged in 
tlus prolcssion in the city. The female dyers put knots with 
hiir thread rather rapidly by silting at the doors of their 


houses. The husbands of ihese female dyers work ai the 
tub of colours dose by and dye the cloth, tied with knots. 
The process cif tic and dye work is as follows: 

The cloth is first dyed with colour, proposed to be used 
in the ground. Parts proposed to be left white arc drawn 
up into a liiile bundle ^vith the finger and the thumb, and 
covered rapidly with thready which is twisted round u a 
number of times and then tied. The garment is then dyed 
in a fresh solution of colours. If the centres of the rcser\’ed 
spots are desired to be dyed partially with the other colour, 
mat portion of the cloth, which a not proposed to be dyed, 
t$ again knotted and dyed and dyed again til! t!ie design 
is completed. This tie and dye process is a very ingenious 
one, although it is both cumbersome and complicated. 

The village people In .-Uwar area practise also a kind 
of embroidery work, similar to that done in making the 
phutakaris in Amritsar area. This work is suited Ibr the 
ornamentation of curtains, used at windows and dCHjti. 
The colourful embroidery work cf hie van is, done on 
ghdgkaid and lagaii (lower garment and veil of a Meva bdy), 
is the best specimen of folk an of its kind. The embroidered 
coats are very fine pieces of an. Those arc the garments 
of price and lieauty, and ivhcn w^om by the central figure of a 
^rcat gathering, they appear not only striking bm costliest 
in price. 

Some selected pieces of perforated txittcry manulkctured 
in the south of the district are alj» on t^play here, .h large 
silver dining table, with a machine in the centre to demon¬ 
strate ihe flow of water and the movement of fish in it, 
attracts an average visitor, who considers it as a piece of 
good art. 

The stuffed birds and animals, shot at one lime by the 
Late H. H. Sawai Maharaja Jai Singh, aie in no way 1^ 
interesting than the liting cues to tin- eommou man and 
woman. 

Lala Natiti Kbhor, Fannalal and others of Alwar 
protluced superior t>p; of worbnsuiship iu gold and silver 
plates, tea-sets, siuitf boxes and card cases. Some of the 
works are on display in the first liall of the museum.

The central hall of the museum presents remarkable 
attractions to a lover of fine arU- It contains in it valuable 
paintings and manuscripts. The collection preserved in it 
is not only large but also die most valuable one. Paintings 
in the hall are classified school-wise, which are of Alivar, 
Udaipur, Bikaner, Jaipur, Jodhpur, Bimdi, Kotah, Bbaratpur, 
Nathadwara, Kangra and Kuhangarh. The manuscripts, 
mostly illustrated, arc classified script-wise, such as Devanagari 
and Persian. A short description at the bottom of each 
manuscript enhances the value of exhibits. 

Tlte most valued manuscript in the collection is a c<my of 
the famous Gulisian —rhe Gulistan of Shekh Muslihuddin Saadi 
of Shiran in Persia. The Gulistila (Rose-gardcnl was written 
in A.D. 1258. It is divided into eight cLapters. The book 
was dedicated 10 Abubakr-bin-said-biti Jangi, sixth king of 
the Turkman, who ruled from 1189 to isGS A.D. ^le 
Alwar copy of Guiist^H was written in fifteen days’ time 
and the whole book, in twelve years. The borders of 
tlte pages were designed and painted by Nath Shah and 
Qazi j\bdul Rahman of Delhi and (he Illustrations were 
done by Ghulam Ali Khan and Baldeo, tlie artists of .Alwar. 
Eaclt horder medallion took from two to four days to be 
painted. The total cost of the work, including the smaries of 
those engaged for doing the w'orks, is said to have gone up to 
a lakh of rujjccs 1 The last illustration of the work describes 
.\gha Mirza, the copyist, who presenttrd the hook to Maharaja 
Vinaya Singh, the third Chief of Ahvar in the presence of 
Raja Bahadur Padma Singh, his minister or Musahib, shown 
seated on ihc ground. The Maharaja is seated on a 
throne htmeath a canopy of the cloUt of gold. Luchman 
Todawal BanJya, the Darogah Dcoiiji as head of the porters, 
introduces the writer Ladoo Khawas {ehiiuri-bardar)^ vvho 
waves a (hauri [chaniarn) or fly-wliisk, over the head of the 
Chief, and Bal Govind Khavras holds near him a morcftftal 
or a whisk of peacock’s feathers, a symbol of rank. 

The next exhibit, worthy ofltcing mentioned here, is a 
beautifully illiistrutcd copy of the Qurdn, which was 
[itirchased from n Mohammadan traveller by Maharaja 
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\'inaya -Singh, lor three thousand rupees and a dress^ ol 
honour. The labour and energy spent on the cKecUtion 
of this exquisite work were so great that the Maharaja 
appears to have been very fortunate in obtaining it ratiier 
cheap. E\'ciy page ia t^Titten and illustrated uith utmost 
care and skill. 

The ilimirated scroll of Xtokdhhar&ta^ sufficiently long 
and written on Kashmiri hand-made paper, claims similar 
adroiraiion for the extraordinary type of calli^aphy dis¬ 
played in it. One requires a high-power-magnifying glass 
to go through the work. But the most striking feature of 
this scroll is that throughout the length and breadth of it 
it is perfectly legible. 

When Maharaja Balwam Singh of Tijara died, his 
estates reverted to the .Alwar Chief and his personal move¬ 
able property was also brought to the capital. Amongst ihc 
valuable articles thus acquired arc some beaudful and 
expensive paintings on ca^board. Tliese arc all mytho¬ 
logical in character, so Ikr as their subject-matter goes. 
Each picture bsurruiindcd by a wonderfully executed border, 
which can be best understot^ by examining the originals. 

very interesting coloured illustration dtpicung a 
procession of the Emperor of Delhi, early in the oincteenth 
century, is also in the museum, ft b not only beautifully 
drawn in the style of the Delhi miniature painten, but it 
presents a scene which b difficult to repeat and is chai’actcr- 
Istic of the glory that was India in Mughal tunes. The 
procession, in short, represents the Emperor Akbar Shah II, 
surrounded by all the pomp of his court, proceeding along 
the edge of the Yamunu river, accompanied by the British 
Resident and his staff. .Another procession, similar to the 
one j^ust described, is designed on a larger scale. This 
painting adorns the hall and is marked by the use of tradi¬ 
tional vehicle Indm- Yimdnn (Elephant Carriage) ivhich 
the dignitaries used on ceremonial occasioits. Inc proces¬ 
sion wat formed on the occasion of the Dashchara festival 
during the period of the Late H. H. Sawai .Maharaja Jai 
biiigh who has been shown in tlie painting seated od a big 
royal dcphani. The artist Shri Rama Saliaya Nepalia, still 
living, completed this painting with great patience and care' 
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and demaustraied tiis besi skill and ability in executing the 
principal figures. 

Some very good specunens of book-binding arc also 
on display in this museum. A short account of the book 
binding induatry need be preseoted here. The man who 
introduced this art in AJwar was one Abdul Rahman. He 
learnt it from a Jiiiir who had come there from Lahore. 
In the tvork there is omunentation style giving place to 
colours^ which appear to be inlaid and are pamted on the 
board. In most of the designs the pattern is produced 
by using brass-blocks. The colours are then put on the 
pattern uiih the brush. The ,\lwar artists sometimes 
coloured the whole of the ground and at others only a part 
of it so as to produce totally different effects by using the 
same blocks. The edges of the books are generally with 
designs in colour. As >hw style of bind mg is only used for 
works of great iraportance, it is appropriate to thdr con¬ 
tents and is properly subordinated to the contents of the 
manuscripts and b also in harmony with anyone of the 
principal canons of design. 

It is really a pity that we do not get any infontmtion 
regarding those masters who produced such magnificent 
pieces of art during those times, A few names of 
painters arc, however, traceable from old records. They 
are: Baka.si'ama, Jamunadasa, Nandarama, Baleshratna, 
Chhotelal, Dalurama, Rangilal, Saligrama, Baladcva, 
Balaratna, Nanagrama and Budharama. But many of the 
gems in the field are ittill unknown. 

The last hall of the mmeum houses in it arms and 
armoury'. Weapons in ihb hall are kept in beautiful show¬ 
cases, aufl arc treated clietnically to enable them to remain 
in perfect order, Besides good pieces of Rajput arms and 
armoury some rare arms of Mughal Emperors collected by 
Alwar Chieb From Muslim traveUors and rctugees are also 
on display here. 

In these days of atomic warfare, shields have no im¬ 
portant place among the defensive weapons but that these 
were indispensable when people fought with bows and arrows 
need not be over-emphasised, hlost of the shields displayed 
in the hall arc modern ones. Some of these are beautifully 
inlaid with gold and silver. In damascened shields, a 


channel is cut in the steel and gold wire firmly ii^mered 
into the depression, specially made for it. Bumishing with 
agates and other tools is employed to finish the worlt and 
in some instances the grounn is plated with silver. When 
both silver and gold are used, the inlaying is termed 

as Gang^-Jamani. The term is also used where the gold 
is applied against the silver ground- Such sliields 
appear to Imve been pr^ared for decorative purposes or 
served as coats of arms. Such a shield is unifprtmy drcular, 
iis was the case tvith it in Assyria, some two or three 
Thousand years ago. 

The sword and Katar (the (lat-hladcd dagger) are 
old national weapons of the Hindm. Sonic rare old savord 
blades find an honnitred place in the collection. The hilts 
of these swords are very interesting. The scabbards of these 
swords are, in ntosi cases, made of two fiat pieces of wood 
covered together by clotii or velvet. Swords of value have 
special names. Tliesc arc— Taiwar-i-Sosmi the curved 
stvoitl svith scabhanl of a certain colour of embroidered 
cloth and the iTirrcA Fauladi the straight sword with 
watered blade. The forms and names of tlie dagger are 
almost endless, On gootl many number of sivords and 
daggers, side pieces of the hilt arc made of ivory. VValrus 
ivory was aha used for this purpose, Clrysial, jade and other 
hard and beautiful stones are also u.scd in the handles of 
w eapons. The Katar or flat dagger was used in atident 
limes foi tiirti-Uing it into the bt^y of the enemy. Some¬ 
times pistols were niounrcd on the side guards of sword. 
I'he blades In some <.if ilit' swords arc grooved, and some¬ 
times pierced wtih Litle channels In wnich iron balls like 
small pearh arf allowed to run with the view to add to the 
beauty itf tltc tveapon. 

The soldiers in Rajasthan in Mughal times generally 
wort chained armour with hclmcia of steel having Arabic 
inscription on tine links. The Persians usually protected 
tlicmselves by four steel plates, which were laced together 
to ibnn a tuirasi to cover llir vital part.s in ihc chest. These 
were known collectively as the ChtU-ainS ( I'dur-mirrors). 
Some of ihcfsc phnes arc beautiftilly ortmmcnled. The 
armour, with which the model of the man is clothed, is said 
to have belonged to Jasw'anta Rao Hotkar, the famous 




predatory chief of Indore, who gave so nm^ tronbte to 
British at the end of the eighteenth and in the beginning 
of the oinctccnih century. 

There is a curious steel ring attached to a long shaft 
of the same metal in the Aiwar Armoury, whi^ was 
originally intended to be used as a kind of Iskso, with which 
a horse-man could drag his foe off his steed. 

A few sculptures and inscriptions arc preserved 
in the museum. Tliese pieces throw sufficient fight on 
ihe past of the region. The ruins of Bhangarh, Nilkantha 
and Sainthli have yielded some v^’ beautiful pieces of 
ptasiic -Art, A sin^c piece of dancing Gaiada with inscrip¬ 
tion of S, iioi (A-D. 1044) is enough to show that Aiwar 
area of Rajasthan was rich in plastic art about a thousand 
years back. Tlie art traditions continued for over several 
centuries even after it, 

.Another important section of the museum b Its library, 
wiiich attracts many scholars both from the locally and a^ 
from outside for purposes of research on the subject like 
IndoSogy. A portion of this library came from Tijara after 
the death of Maharaja Balawanta Singh, but the greater part 
of it was collected by Maharaja Viaaya Singh. .A major 
portion of this collection consists of manuscripts in Samskrit, 
Hindi, Urdu and Persian, which stand cai^ogued at present 
on scientific lines under the personal supervision of the author 
of this catalogue of Exhibits in the Museum. Tlte total 
number of illustrated and unillustrated manuscripts of the 
museum at -Alw'ar is as follows :
